INCORRECT DIAGNOSIS

“We are not now on the gold 
standard,” said Mr. Dunning. 
“We are not subject to its defla- 
tionary or other influences, For 
better or for worse we are now 
on a@ managed paper currency, 
just as the United Kingdom.” 
The value of Canadian currency 
| was determined, not by gold but 
by the factors operating on a man-

The Bank of Canada controlled 
{the operations of the chartered 
banks by purchase and sale of se-

DEATH HOUSES

CROSSING ACCIDENTS 


From a summary of the report of the Railway 
Commission. 

Accidents at highway crossings for the year 
1937 totalled 286, with 114 killed and 411 injured. 
Of this number 52 accidents occurred at crossings 
where there were protective devices, divided as 
follows:

In addition to the above there were 234 


accidents at unprotected crossings, resulting in 
92 killed and 327 injured, making a total of 286 
accidents, with 114 persons killed and 411 in- 
jured. 

One hundred and sixty-nine of these accidents 
occurred in daytime and 117 at night. Of this 


number, 101 accidents with 10 persons killed . 


and 187 injured were caused by motor vehicles 
running into sides of trains, and a further 
analysis shows that of these, 29 ran into the sides 
of trains in daylight and 72 at night. 

The number of accidents at night would in- 
dicate that auto drivers are out-driving their 
headlights, and are paying little or no attention 
to the provincial statutes governing the speed 
or operation of autos when approaching and 
passing over highway crossings. 

Every public highway was personally in- 
spected by an officer of the department, and 
where the condition warranted it, improvements, 
protection, or additional protection by means of 
automatic or manual devices were recommended 
and effected. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


In the course of his remarks in the Throne 
Speech debate, in part, Hon. Norman Rogers, 
minister of labor, gave a strikng summary of 
the unemployment and relief situation in Can- 
ada during the past several years. Mr. Rogers 
said: 

“During the past year there was in fact a re- 
markable improvement not merely in the num- 
ber of wage earners in this country but also in 
the number of those who previously had been in 
receipt of state relief but are now happily earn- 
ing incomes of their own. As a matter of fact, 
in the period under review some 95,000 have 
moved from relief rolls into employment in 
private industry. These men and women are 
earning incomes where previously they were on 
relief. Not only that, but if one takes the latest 
available figures from the bureau of statistics, 
as of December, giving the estimate of un- 
employment in Canada, and carries the statistics 
back to 1930, the following is shown:

“In other words, during the past year there 
has been an improvement to thé extent of 120,- 
000. I should explain to the house that these 
figures include those who have been unemployed 
but not on relief. The earlier figure I gave of 
95,000 covers only those who previously had been 
on relief.” 


CONSUMERS WAKING UP 
In recent years every class of people has been 
carefully organized, except the consumers, and 


_ the latter are evidently beginning to feel that it 


is a case of “the devil take the hind-most”. At 
least, the consumers in Great Britain have late- 
ly been roused to protect themselves against ris- 
ing food prices due to the Government's econ- 
omic planning, and in Canada they are becom- 
ing active in their own defence, particularly in 
Toronto and Winnipeg. 

The newly formed Housewives Association 
in Toronto is not just a flash in the pan. It is 
a large and apparently determined organization 
and is making its influence felt. The inquiry 
lately ordered by the federal Minister of Labor 
into food prices in Canada was due to the ac- 
tivity of this association. They sought the sup- 
port of the Toronto M.P.’s for their movement 
and T. L. Church, in Parliament, raised the ques- 
tion of rising food prices and the effect upon 
a large section of the urban population. 

The high price of milk in Toronto was the 
chief concern of this association until the price 
of butter began to soar a few weeks ago. When 
it had risen to 40 cents, four thousand house- 
wives met under the auspices of the association 
and declared a boycott on creamery butter until 
it came down to 30 cents. What sent the price 
of butter skyward was the official announce- 
ment on Feb. 1 that butter stocks in cold stor- 
age in Canada were 8,500,000 pounds less than 
at that time last year. The smaller supply to- 
gether with the stronger demand led the hold- 
ers of the butter to feel that it was a fine op- 
portunity to boost the price, and their motto 
apparently was “all the traffic will bear,” even 
though it took this important food product 
away from thousands of families in humble cir- 
cumstances. 

The Government can protect the consumer 
by allowing freer entry of butter from Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, and it has done so to 
some extent, with the result that a million 
pounds have come in since the first of the year. 
It may be a delicate matter, politically, for the 
Government to deal with, but it has a duty to 
the urban consumers. No reasonable producer

Your Heal 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


Without learning what particular type of 
heart trouble is present in any given case it is 
nevertheless possible to outline some general 
rules which will frequently prove helpful. 

No matter what the possible cause may be, it 
is a good plan at the beginning of the treatment 
thoroughly to cleanse the digestive tract by fast- 
ing for a few days. The type of fast which will 
accomplish the most is the fast on fruit juices, 
or the fast on plain water. A four or five days’ 
fast will usually prove beneficial whether the 
heart disorder is caused from the pressure of 
food, from a general toxemia, or a reflex cause. 

The heart must inevitably have less work to 
do while the patient is fasting and he should 
therefore not hesitate to attempt it because he 
feels weak. He is usually stronger at the end of 
the fast and often finds that the heart is working 
more efficiently at that time than previously. 

Regardless of the particular form of heart 
disorder I suggest the fast at the start of any 
regimen designed to help the heart. While the 
patient is fasting the heart action frequently 
becomes slower, which indicates that the heart is 
getting something of a rest. When the patient 
is omitting the ordinary meals the heart is re- 
lieved of some of its usual work and as a result, 
it often improves, 

The diet following the fast should be well 
regulated both as to quality and quantity of 
food. Three small meals a day should be used, 
keeping the quantity of food to the minimum of 
the body's requirements. All gas-forming foods 
should be avoided such as onions, garlic, and 
baked beans, and even such slightly gassy foods 
as turnips, cooked cabbage, and Brussel’s sprouts 
are best omitted. For a time it is best to leave 
out highly starchy foods and very sweet foods, 
although meat in reasonable amounts is benefi- 
cial. 

When the patient is over-weight, it is im- 
portant that a reducing regimen be started, as 
the needless weight places an extra strain on 
the heart. 

Most patients with heart disorders are espe- 
cially interested in the question of whether to 
exercise or to rest. This must be decided accord- 
ing to the individual case. When the patient is 
wise about undertaking exercise and is willing 
to do a little at first and take more only gradu- 
ally then he may generally be permitted to go 
ahead and exercise. He is usually safe in exer- 
cising up to the point just below where he gets 
short of breath or gets markedly tired. 

Exercise, when judiciously used, is often of 
value as the heart is a muscular organ and like 
any other muscle, gains in strength with use. 
With continued rest, the heart muscle grows 
soft and flabby and the patient generally grows 
weaker. I advise complete rest in bed in the 
acute forms of heart trouble or in severe cases 
of chronic heart disorders, but the majority of 
patients do not fall in either classification and 
are advised to learn for themselves how much 
exercise they may safely take. It is all right 
to begin with tensing movements of the arms 
and legs, taken while lying down, and then to 
progress slowly to other more strenuous forms 
of exercise. Short walks are sometimes particu- 
larly helpful. The important thing is to start 
all exercisng and walking gradually, using sev- 
eral months to work up to an increase if neces- 
sary. Follow exercise with rest and in this way 
you have the chance of doing the heart good 
without harming it. Avoid heavy exercise, sud- 
den strenuous action, and excitement.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mrs. Orville N. writes: “You 
say, when making Melba toast, to use white 
bread and cut all the crust away. Why not use 
wholewheat and leave crust on the slices?” 

ANSWER: I suggest cutting away the crust as 
it has already been “toasted” in the original 
baking of the loaf, and it will burn before the 
inside of the slice is sufficiently dextrinized. The 
average whole-wheat bread, if toasted through, 
develops a bitter taste because of the burn- 
ing of the protein and bran elements. Whole- 
wheat bread only partially toasted makes an ex- 
cellent food if there is no reason why you should 
not use the starch which it contains. , 

QUESTION—Mrs. C. writes: “Will you please 
tell me what causes waterbrash’? It bothers me 
through the night. Is it some kind of indiges- 
tion, and what do you think would stop it?” 

ANSWER: Waterbrash usually comes from 
overeating or using liquids with your meals. Try 
cutting down on the amount of food you are 
using at dinner and do not use any liquids at all 
after three o'clock in the afternoon. 

QUESTION—Mrs. Peter J. asks: “Can you 
tell me the cause and cure, if any, of the dark 
spots and freckles that appear on the face and 
hands after middle age?” 

ANSWER: The spots such as you describe are 
usue, caused by the presence of bile pigment 
settling in the skin because of systemic acidosis. 
If vou can increase the alkalinity of the body by 
using the correct diet, these will probably cease 
to form, and those present may disappear as the 
skin scales off.

It did 
not want the stores shut out of the milk busi- 
ness, giving the distributors a monopoly, but 
wanted the people to get the benefit of com- 
petition in the sale of milk. It wanted service at 
minimum cost for those who needed this.—Win- 
nipeg Free Press,

' correspondence he received on the 
Passchendaele episode, as, he 
writes, the account he gave of that 
battle has been regarded as the 
most direct and detailed arraign- 
ment of the military command to 
which he had committed himself.

FARMERS EXPLOITED 

Editor, Bulletin: In the course of 
that address on the budget by Lib- 
eral leader E. L. Gray in the Al- 
berta legislature, I observed these 
remarkable words: “One of the 
most striking characteristics of the 
budget and the estimates is the 
complete ignoring of agricultural 
producers.” 

Tt is, of course, not unusual to 
see the basic interests of the unit- 
ized and individualized agricultural 
industry made subservient to the 
more vocal and better-organized 
urban groups in today’s govern- 
ments; but I confess being surprised 
| that such a condition should be pos- 
sible on the Canadian prairies 
where, obviously, the economic and 
voting power should be rural in 
character and aim—inside as well 
as outside the legislature? 

This “ganging-up” on the least- 
organized segment of the Canadian 
people, unless a diversion in the 
| trend is buried in the years ahead, 
is entirely likely to get the whole 
fiscal machinery of the Dominion 
into a state of chronic un-balance. 
Factually, Mr. Editor, it has al- 
ready arrived in the United States. 
They are now aware, in the land of 
“The Good Neighbor,” that the roots 
of the Empire State Building reach 
out into the country. This explains 


| the frantic efforts at Washington 


these days, to put in a “peg” below 
which the revenues of American 
farmers must not be pressed by the 
smoothest “operators” on the pave- 
ments. 

To the best of my memory Can- 
ada’s national income ‘has been 
estimated at $5,000,000,000.

years, 

The bill was introduced by Sen- 
ator Lendrum McMeans, Winnipeg 


Conservative and chairman of the | 
senate divorce committee. He said | 
it had the support of all committee 


members. 


BRITISH PATTERN

UNSOUND MIND 


A person of “unsound mind” is 
deemed under the bill to be one 
under care and treatment while: 

Detailed in pursuance of an order 
or inquisition competently made or 
held under authority of a statute in! 
force in the province concerned oF 
as a criminal lunatic; or receiving 


treatment as a voluntary patient! 


pursuant to any statute in force in 
the province concerned, being treat- 
ment which follows without any in- 
terval a period of detention. 

A restricting clause stipulates 
petitions fur divorce shall not be 
presented until three years have 
elapsed since the date of the mar- 
riage. The present law does not 


‘specify that any period of time must | 


elapse after marriage before divorce 
proceedings are launched.

Trade, Industry 
Is Debated 


Section Regarding Statistical Details Of | 
Agricultural, Farming or Commercial 


Activities Held Over by Legislature 
Persons asked by the trade and indusiry department for 
information regarding their business activities must supply it 
or be subject to penalties unless they can prove that it is im- 
possible for them to furnish the required figures. This 
amendment to the Trade and Industry bill was held over 
after lengthy debate in the legislature Tuesday. 


+» Text of the section reads as fol- 


lows: 
“In any prosecution for an of- 


fence under this section the onus 


of proof that the person accused 

had not or was unable to procure 

any information demanded by the 

minister shall be upon the person 

accused.” 

The section referred to provides 
that the minister and any officer 
designated by the trade and indus- 
try depertment may obtain statis- 
tical information with regard to 
,any agricultural, industrial or com- 
mercial activities.

were passed by the committee, 
Mr. Manning pointed out there 
is at present an advisory com- 
mittee but under the amend- 
ments the committee would have 
enlarged representation from 
| manufacturers, etc., as well as 
the retail trade as at present, 


The bill also provides the ad- 
| Visory boards, advisory committees, 
the price spreads board and investi- 
gators with powers to take evi- 
dence and to compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses at inquiries and 
| demand production of documents.

TORONTO, March 9.—Legista- 
tion to compel revelation of the 
formula and details of cancer 
treatments was introdeced in the 
legislature Monday by Hon. H. J. 
Kirby, minister of health. The 
measure also would create a com- 
mission to investigate cancer 
treatments, 
| Extensive powers to inquire into 
any sort of cancer treatment are 
| provided in the bill, A major 
| clause provides that “any person 
| who advertises, offers for sale, 
| holds out, distributes, sells or ad- 
| ministers either free of charge or 
| for gain, hire or hope of reward, 
any substance or method of treat- 
ment as a remedy for cancer may 
be required by the commission to 
| submit samples of such substance 
or a description of such treatment.” 


For violation of this the bill 
provides penalties of not less than 
$100 and not more than $500 and, 
in default of payment of the fine, 
a prison sentence of not more 
than six months,

}also provides that “the commission 
shail not divulge any information
